This resolution was divided on tbe first 
clausa, and tbe first clause was adopted 
a itfa but two dissenting votes, being of course 
the votes of secessionists, aHer which the re- 
mainirg part of the resolution also was adopt- 
ed with bnt two dissenting votes, being of 
course tbe votes of abolitionists. “Only two 
n embers,” to employ the language of a noble 
patriot of Ohio, “were found blind enough to 
oppoee tbe first part, and only two narrow- 
minded and bigoted enough to oppose the sec- 
ond.” The resolution was subsequently adopt- 
ed with the like unanimity by the Senate. 

The Republicans in both Houses of Congress 
voted for this resolution in 1861, while they 
hearkened to the tread of a rebel army flushed

3. littclved. , That the Slates are c .impatient,

A resolution offered in tbe House -eet*rday 
by Mr. Varnon in reference to Gen. Bale’s 
Order No. 60, which prohibited the distilla- 
tion of grain in Kentucky, should comma-id 
the early attention of his successor, General 
A rumen. Distillers from other States are buy- 
ing up our grain and exporting it, and the or- 
der thus discriminates unjustly between onr 
agricultural and distilling interests and those 
of other State?. The prohibition seemed 
necessary to protect the needs of the army, 
but it shonld be extended so as to embrace 
other Slates on an equality. We don’t want 
MLBODgithela or Robinson county to have any 
unfair advantage over Bourbon, but as thi3 is 
a case where we must call on Jupiter Ammm 
for assistance, we invoke his aid with all due 
dt-fertnee to military necessity and the public 
interest. 

Tbe Senate Committee on Finance have un- 
der consideration, on motion of Senator Good- 
Ice, the expediency of making appropriations 
for the relief of tbe sick and wounded soldiers 
of onr State, and for a bounty to tbe destitute 
widows snd orphans of those who have fallen 
in battle. 1 wish the ability of Kentucky to 
mske such provisions w&s as manifest as its 
expediency, but, with the unavoidable increase 
of ali onr State expenses, I fear she will have 
to practice justice more sternly than she can 
afford to be generons.

Before a claimant takes a deposi- 
tion or afidarit in support of his claims he 
must give written notice to the County Attor- 
ney of the time and place, and the Attorney 
must attend and cross-examine the witnesses, 
and shall receive for such service two dollars 
and a half, to be taxed as part of the cost ami 
paid by tbe claimant. Such depositions may 
be'takeo by all persons authorized by existing 
laws, vfco shell be governed by the provisions 
of the civil code; and, before they commence, 
they shall, besides swearing the witness,-*, re- 
quire the Attorney to take un oath faithfully 
to discharge bis duty under the act. A 
wiinsts violating his oath shall be deem- 
ed guilty of perjury, and the Attorney 
wh# wilfully and corruptly fails to dis- 
charge bis duty shall be deemed guilty 
of felony, and subject to confinement in the 
penitentiary for a term not exceeding five 
years. All evidence thus taken shall be trans- 
mitted to the Wur Claim Commission at 
Fiankfort, who shall cause it, if in conformi- 
ty with forms established, to be carefully pre- 
served until the next meeting of the Legisla- 
ture. The Commission may require further’ 
testimony whenever evidence is detective, 
and no evidence ot claim should be filed 
away unless the claim is supported by two 
witnesses, whose credibility is certified by the 
clerk of the county court where the evidence 
lias been taken. Any clerk who gives a false 
certificate as to such credibility shall be guilty 
jf misdemeanor and subject to $1,000 fiae. 
The compensation of the members of the 
Commission shall be regulated by the Gov- 
ernor, and also of a clerk to be appointed by 
them. They shall transmit to the next Legis- 
lature an abstract of the evidence in regard 
to each claim, and keep a record 
of their proceedings, always subject to 
the inspection of the Governor, who 
may dissolve the commission when in his 
opinion all evidence has been taken which 
will probably be asserted against the State.

G-neral McClellan’s Report: 

General McClellan, on the 4th of August, 
1861, addressed to the Presideet tbe following 
memorandum, prepared at his request: 

MEMORANDUM. 

The clject of the present war differs from 
those in which nations are usually engaged, 
mainly in this: That the purpose of ordinary 
war is to conquer a peace, and make a treaty 
on advantageous terms. In- this contest, it 
has become necessary to crush a population 
sufficiently numerous, intelligent, and warlike 
to constitute a nation. We have not only to 
I defeat their armed and o-ganized forces in 
the field, but to display such an overwhelming 
strength as will convince all our antagonists, 
especially those of the governing aristocratic 
class, of the utter impossibility of resistance. 
Our late reverses make thiscourse imperative. 
Ha l we been successful in the recent battle 
'Manassas) it is possible that we might have 
beet, spared the labor and expense of a great 
effort; now we have no other alternative. 
Their tuccess will enable the political leaders 
of tbe rebels to convince the mass cf their 
people that we arc inferior to them in force 
and courage, ar l to command all their re- 
sources. The coot.st began with acla3j; now 
it is with a people; our military success can 
alone restore the former issue. 

By thoroughly defeating their armies, tak- 
ing tbeir strong plao.s and pursuing a rigidly 
protective policy as to private property and 
unarmed persons, and a lenient course as to 
private soldiers, we may well hope for a per- 
manent restoration of a peacetul Union. 

But, in the first instance, the authority of 
the Government must be supported bv an 
overwhelming physical force 
Onr foreign relations and financial credit 
j also imperatively demand that tbe military 
j action of the Government should prompt 
! and irresistible. 

Tbe rebels have chosen Virginia as their 
battle-field, aDd it seems proper for us to 
i make the first great struggle there. But 
j while :hus directing our main eilorts, it is 
nectEsary to diminish the resistance there 
offered us by movements ou other points, both 
by land and water. 

Without entering at present into details, I 
would advise that a strong movement be made 
| on tbe Mississippi, and that the rebels be 
! drivtp out ot Missouri. 

As segn as it becomes perfect'y clear that 
Kentucky is cordially uftited with" us, I would 
! advise a movuiunt through that State into 
Eastern Tennessee, for lhe purpose of assist- 
ing ihe Union men cf that region, and of 
feizing the railroads leading from Memohb to 
the East. 

The possession of those roads by ns, in con- 
nection with the movement on the Mris'saippi, 
would go far toward determining the evacua- 
| Lon cf Virginia by the rebels. In the mean 
time all the passes into Western Virginia from 
I the east should be securely guarded, but I 
would advise no movement from that quarter 
towar(f”R;cbmond, unless the political condi- 
tion of Kentucky renders it impossible or in- 
expedient for us to make the movement upon 
Eastern Tennessee through that State. Every 
effort should, however, be mode to organize, 
equip, and arm as many troops as possible in 
Western Virginia, in order to render the Ohio 
and Indiana regiments available for other op- 
erations. 

At ss early a day as practicable it would be 
to protect and reopen the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad. 

Baltimore and Fortress Monroe should be 
occupied by garrisons sufficient to retain them 
n cur possession. The importance of Harper’s 
Ferry and the line of the Potomac in the di- 
rrciion of L*"esburg will be very materially 
diminished as s^oa as our force in this vicinity 
becomes organized, strong, and efficient, be- 
cause no capable General will cross the river 
north of this city, when we have a strong 
tumy here ready to cut off his retreat. 

To revert to the West, it is probable that no 
very large additions to the troops no win Mis- 
icuri will ha to secure that Suite. 

1 presume that the force required for the 
movement down the Mississippi will be deter- 
mined by its commander and the President. 
If Kentucky assumes the right position, not 
mere than 20,000 will be needed, together with 
those that can be raised in that State and 
Eastern Tennessee, to secure the latter region 
and its raihoads, as well as ultimately to oc- 
cupy Nashville. 

The Western Virginia troops, with not 
more than 5,000 to 10,000 from Obio and In- 
diana, should, under proper management, 
suffice for its protection. When we have or- 
ganized onr main army here, 10,000 men 
ought to be enough to protect the Baltim ;re 
and Ohio Railroad, and the Pototflac; 5,000 
will garrison Baltimore, 3,000 Fortress Mon- I 
roe, and not more than 20,000 will be neces- 
sary, at the utmost, for the defence of Wash- 
ington. 

For tbe main army of operations, I urge 
tbe following composition: 

256 Regiments of Infantry, say. ..225,000 men. 

100 Field Batteries, 600 guns 15,000 “ 

28 Rtf intents of Cavalry 25*500 “ 

5 Regiments of Eagineer troops... 7.500 “ 

Total 273,000 “ 

Tbe force must be supplied with the neces- 
sary engineer and pontoon trains, and with 
transportation for everything save tents. Its 
general line of operations should be so direct- 
ed that water transportation can be availed of 
from point to r°iot. by means of the ocean 
aud the rivers emptying into it. An essential 
feature of the plan of operations will be the 
employment of a strong naval force, to pro- 
tect the movement of a fleet of transports, 
intended to convey a considerable body of 
troops from point to point of the enemy’s sea- 
coest, thus either creating diversions, and ren- 
dering it necessary for them to detach largely 
from their main body in order to protect such 
of their cities as may be threatened, or else 
landing and forming establishments on their 
( bests at any favorable places that opportunity 
might offer. This naval force shonld also co- 
operate with the main army in its efforts to 
seize tfce important seaboard towns ot the 
rebels. 

It carnot be ignored that the construction 
of railroads has introduced a new and very 
important element into war, by the great fa- 
cilities thus given for concentrating at par- 
tit n'ar positions large masses of troops from 
remote sections, and by erecting new strategic 
points and lines of operations. 

_ It is intended to overcome this difficulty by 
the partial operations suggested, and such 
othns as tbe particular' case may require. We 
must endeavor to seize places on the railways 
in the rear of the enemy's points of concen- 
tration, and we must threaten their seaboard 
cities, in order that each State may be forced 
by the necessity of its own defence to dimin- j 
ish its contingent to the Confederate army. ! 
The proposed movement down the Mississippi 
will produce important results in this con- 
nection. That advance, and the progress of 
the main army in the East, will materially 
assist each other, by diminishing the resist- 
ance to be encountered by each. 

The tendency of the Mississippi movement 
upon all questions connected with cotton is 
too well understood ty the President and Cab- 
inet to need any illustration from me. 

There is another independent movement 
tfcat bas often been suggested, and which has 
alwajs recommended itself to my judgment. 

I refer to a movement from Kucsas and Ne- 
braska, through tbe Indian Territory, upon 
Red River and Western Texas, for the purpose 
of protecting and developingthe latent Union 
and free State sentiment well known to pre- 
dominate in Western Texas, and which. Tike 
a similar sentiment in Western Virginia, will, 
if protected, ultimately organize that section I 
into a free State. l 
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wnrj;k* qualit.es of ths Pacific States, at well 
rs identifying them wi»h our raaie and re- 
mentirir the bond of union between tntui a id 
the G* nerai Government. 

If i' is no! departing too far from ny prov- 
icee, I will venture to suggest the policy of 
i n ultimate alliance and cordial understandi- 
ng witb Mexico; their sym-sathiea and inter- 
«sts are with us, tbeir antipathies exclusively 
egainst our enemies and their institutions. I 
think it would not be difficult to obtain from 
tie Mexican Government (he right to usn, at 
'•“■st during the present contest, the road from 
Guay teas to [New Mexico. This concession 
would very materially reduce the obstacles ot 
tbe column moving from the Pacific. A sim- 
ilar prrmisrion to u.-c their territory for 

'he pasfage of troope between and 

tfce Rio Grand would enable us to throw a 
column of troop* by a good rood from Tam- 
pico, or some of the small harbors north of it, 
upon and across the Rio Grande without risk 
*>r scarcely firing a shot. 

^To what extent, if any, it would be desira- 
ble to take into service and employ Mexican 
! soldiers is a question entirely political, on 
wb'rh I do not venture to offer aa opinion. 

Tbe force I have recommended is large; the 
» xpecse is great. It is possible that a smaller 
b.rie might accomplish the object ia view, but 
I understand it to be the purpose of this great 
ration to re-est&b ! ish the power of its govern- 
ment, and restore peace to its ci(izaa 3 ia ths 
shortest petsible time. 

Tbe question to be decided is simply this: 
Shall we crush the rebellion at one blow, ter- 
minate the war in one campaign, or shall we 
leave it us fa legacy to our descendants? 

When the extent of the possible lines of 
| •'■pei aliens. is considered, the force asked for 
, tor the main army under my command can- 
not be regarded as unduly large. Every mile

very heart 

By stizTgand repairingfhe railroads .as we 
«dvance, the difficulties of transportation will 
i* materially diminished. It is. perh ips, un- 
necessary to state that in addition to the forces 
r »mid in this memorandum, strong rs'^rves 
sfcould be formed, ready to supply any losses 
that may occur. 

In conclusion, I would submit that the exi- 
gencies of the Treasury may bo lessened bv 
making only partial payments to our trooos 
when in the enemy’s eouutry, aad by giving 
the obligations of the United 8'ates for such 
supplies as mav there be obtained.

To the Bon. Simon Cameron, See. of War : 

Sir: Ia conformity with a personal under- 
standing with the President yesterday, I have 
the honor to submit the following statement 
of the condition of the army under my cotn- 
nr and, and the measures required for the pres- 
et vation of the Government and the sunores- 
Sion of the xebeilion. 

It will be remembered that in a memorial I 
bad the honor to address to the President, soon 
alter my arrival- in Washiagton, aad ia my 
communication addressed to Lieut. General 
Scott, aider date of 8:h of August, in my let- 
ter to the President, authorizing him, at his 
request, to withdraw the letter written by 
me to Gen. Scott; and in my letter of the 3th 
of September, answering your note of inquiry 
of that date, my views, on the same subject 
are frankly and fully expressed. 

In these several communications I have 
stated the force I regard- d as necessary to en- 
able this armv to advance with a reasonable 
certainty cf success at the same time leaving 
the capital and the line of the Potomac sutli- 
cienily guarded not only to secure the re real 
of tbe main army in the event of disa-t^r, bat 
to render it out of the enemy’s pdwer to at- 
timpta diversion in Maryland.

A vigorous employ ment of these mean* will, 
in my opinion, enable the Army of the Pjto- 
n ac to assume, successfully, this »ea»oii. tbe 
c Tensive operations, which,' ever since en*«re 
irg upon the command, it has been my tsrass 
doire and diligent effort to prepare tor aud 
prosecute. 

Tbe advance shonld not be postponed be- 
yond the 25th of November, ii possible to 
•void it. Unity in councils, the utmost vigor 
and tnerxy in sc ion are indispensable. The 
ertire military field should be grasped as a 
» bole, and not in detached parts. 

Tbe great object to be accomplished, th* 
crushing defeat of the rebel army (now) at 
Manassas, should never for one instant be lost 
sight of, but all tbe intellect and means and 
men of tbe Government poured upon that - 
point. The loyal States possess am„'e force to 
effect all this and more. The rebels have dis- 
played energy, unanimity, and wisdom worthy 
of ihe most desoevate days of the French Rev- 
olution. Should we do less? 

Tbe unity of this nation, ths preservation 
of our inxtitutions, are so dear to me* that 1 
Lave wi Kogiy sacrificed my private happi-. 
nos with the single object of doing my doty 
to my country. When the task is accom- 
plished, I shall be glad to return to the ob- 
■ curity from which events have drawn me. 

Whatever the determination of the Gov- 
ernment may b«, I will do the best I eon 
with tbe Army of the Potomac, and will 
share its fate, whatever may be the taak im- 
posed upon me. 

Permit me to add. that on this occasion, os 
heretofore, it has been my aim neither to ex- 
aggerate nor under rate the power of th* 
enemy, nor fail to express clearly the means 
hy which, in my judgment, that power may 
be brok en. U rging the energy of pee poratio* 
and action which bas ever been my cbotce, * 
but with the fixed purpose by no act of mine 
to expose the Government to hazard by pre- 
mature movements, and requesting that this 
communication may be laid before tbe Presi- 
dent, I have the honor to be, very respectful- 
ly, your obedient servant.

The force present for duty was 147,695. Of 
this number.

The infantry regi- 
ments are, to a considerable extent, armed ■ 
witb unserviceable weapons Quite a Urge 
number of good arms, wbicb Dad been in- 
tended for this army, were ordered elsewhere, 1 
leaving the Army of the Potomac insuffi neat- 
ly and, in many cases, badly armed. 

On the 30. h of September there were with 
this army 228 field guns ready for the field, so 
fares arms and equipment are concerned: 
some of the batteries are still quite raw, and 
unfit to go into action. I have intelligence 
that eight New York batteries are en route 
hither ; two others are ready for the field. I 
will still (if the New York batteries have six 
guns each) be 112 gu us short of the number 
required for the active column, saying noth- i 
irg, for the present, of those necessary for the 
garrisons and corps on the Potomac, which j 
would make a total deficiency of 200 guns. 

1 have thus briefly stated our present condi-

The bosom open, the 
fore legs magnificent and very short, wirh 
great b me, bard sinews, and aith but little 
hair upon then. His f,et are perfect in shape 
and perfectly sound in work; his bock ahor;, 
rather dipred; round shaped ribs, la'ge loins, 
n t’ er plain drorpsrg hind qu* rears, very large 
thighs, low down, and tightly joined tog -ther, 
w iih prodigiou-ly pow rful e’ean hocks, and 
very ibott hind legs, well under him. We 
nev t bad a difficulty with tha engine or 
thresher, or with any hi -g in the mud that 
Nap could cot extri a e us from. His st si 
are as gcod and kind as noss hie. It is a * ty- 
ing with the men that N *p. ’s colts want no 
freaking My »»-« are sm ill and active; 
the Hock a-e cmsi-lerably 1 .rger than the 
dams, but so eh anly that as foals they look 
n.ore like earr age beraes.
